In spite of handicaps which would have discouraged the aver- 
age run of human beings, the three stamp clubs of the Denver area 
which sponsored and played host to the 62nd Annual Convention 
of the American Philatelic Society at Denver, Colorado from Sep- 
tember 6 to 10, produced what will be remembered as one of the 
best and most’ outstanding conventions in recent years.

Visitors were given first rate 
attention in the matter of accomo- 
dations and entertainment. This 
section of Colorado is a tourist 
mecca. on its own, which when 
added to by the capable conven- 
tion committees with attractions 
of their making made everyone’s 
stay tremendously enjoyable. 

By Thursday noon, the recep- 
tion committee had registered ov- 
er 425 guests, but the registration 
accounted for only about 40% of 
the total number of collectors 
present for the festivities. Col- 
lectors of the Colorado area, many 
of the wives of the members and 
those staying for a day or two 
only didn’t make an official reg- 
istration.

VENTURA ERROR 


According to The Precancel 
Market Bulletin a copy of the 
Ventura error sold recently for 
$25. But any outright sales have 
been around $30. This means that 
the supply is carefully regulated 
and that the very last penny is 
being squeezed out of each item 
held. This is a far different story 
than with the supply of 1%c and 
8c MI“K”WAUKEE errors. Fine 
blocks of the 1%c once sold with 
the error in the center of a block 
of nine for $1. Right now the 1%c 
error seems to be almost as scarce 
as the 8c. The 8c never sold at a 
low price but right now, unless 
in very fine condition, would not 
bring any more than the $30 
which is asked for the Ventura 
error. If any of the figures quoted 
recently in the Precancel press 
are being correct then the total 
combined amount of copies exist- 
ing of the 14%c and 8c Milwaukee 
errors are much less than the to- 
tal supposed to be held of the 
Ventura item.

Let's Stick To The American Star 


It has previously been reported that the star to be featured on the 
coming Gold Star Mothers stamp is a Russian star. 

We now have evidence that this is a fact, provide of course that we 
consider the Russian star as the fat star which bulges in its angles and does 
not run in a straight line from one point to another. As a matter of fact 
we have noted stars on many Russian 
stamps and most are of a type different 
than the graceful American star, the star 
that has been shown on our flag since the 
stars were made a part of our flag. Today, 
September 15th, we received a cover from 
Mr. William L. Broom Jr., from an Illinois 
city, the stamp being canceled on Septem- 
ber 14th, seven days before the date of 
first day issue for this stamp at Washing- 
ton. Likewise on this date a cover with 
this stamp was received from Lewis R. Try- 
on which had been canceled on September 
13 in an Eastern city. We purposely omit 
the name of the towns in which Mr. Broom 
and Mr. Tryon reside as we do not wish 
to cause the postmasters of those cities 
any trouble. The point we want to make 
however is that we believe the people re- 
sponsible for this new stamp have handed 
the Gold Star Mothers of America a rather 

: raw deal in using a star of this type on 
GEO. LINN this stamp when we have a star of our 

own, one that is recognized as an American 
star. A study of Russian stamps gives ample proof that the Russians have 
repeatedly used this fat ugly star on their stamps and curiously enough 
on stamps honoring the mothers of Russian soldiers, for much the same 
purpose as this stamp is issued. Two stamps honoring the Order of Field 
Marshall Suvarov, Scott numbers 925 and 930, both depict this Russian 
star, but the best example and one from which our own Gold Mothers 
star could have been copied is Scott No. 1036 which is a dead ringer for 
our Gold Mothers Star. Several other Russian issues in between the num- 
bers given also picture this same star, 

Looking back through earlier American stamps we also note that this 
fat star was used first on the 24c purple Winfield Scott stamp of the 70’s. 

It is used again on the 90c Perry of the same issue, but curiously 
enough does not show up again until we find it superimposed over the flag 
of the State of Texas on the Texas Statehocd issue of 1945. 

For our part, the American Star, the star we all know so well and 
love so well, the star in our own glorious flag is good enough for us and 
should be the only star used on anything American. It has come to be a 
symbol that we all know and cherish and any artistic attempt to give us 
something different in stars should be limited to subjects that are wholly 
disassociated with our government. 

, Whether this is a matter that the House Unamerican Activities com- 
mittee should look into or not, we leave to that committee, but we do 
regret that this splendid new stamp issued to honor the Gold Star Mothers 
of America should be graced by a star which gives a good American a 
belly ache when he looks at the stamp. 


Stamp Dealers Drive Away Business 


What a happy lot we publishers of stamp papers would have if the 
stamp dealers would become good business men and realize that the 
only thing they can get from spending money for advertising is either a 
direct cash order for something offered or a@ new contact with whom 
they might do hundreds of dollars worth of business in the future. Yes, 
that is all any stamp paper can do for the dealer, get him new contacts. 
After that is done it is up to the dealer to make a friend and a customer of 
that person and such friend and customer over a period of years makes 
advertising pay handsome dividends. But if the dealer is out to get only 
the first dollar from these people and has no theught of future business, 
then we can understand some of the complaints we get. Too often we 
get complaints if founded on fact are such as to make us wonder why 
the dealer even attempts to do business. We have often said that there is 
plenty room in the stamp selling field for a dealer who will make it his 
motto to satisfy or please every customer. Such a dealer can build a busi- 
mess so big that he will grow and grow, but the dealer who fills orders with 
such material os makes the customer dissatisfied is wasting his advertis- 
ing dollar, likewise the dealer who handles orders as tho he never gave a 
care whether he did another dollars worth of business with that customer 
is also wasting his advertising dollars, 

We get many complaints that makes our anger rise yet what can 
we do about them. If we were in the place of some of these complainants 
we would fire the material back so fast it would make the dealer’s head 
swim and we would follow up with complaints to the Post Office Depart- 
tend — —- pow 4 Panga | ~~ officials so fast that the dealers would

we quote: just like a recent complainant says, and 

‘It would not be so bad If such dealings were confined t i 
your own business, but it also extends to destruction of poten: aes ry. 
people who are trusting and good enough to carry your advertising.”’ 

there you are Mr. Dealer, you are trying to choke the goose that 
lays the golden eggs for you. You are at the same time driving away 
customers that might spend a lot of money with you in the future. Why 
not learn something about business, the customer must be satisfied is a 
motto that many of you could adopt with profit to yourselves.
